Ail those millions in the 
cities must be fed.

The population of the 
nation is Increasing at th«t rate of 
m re than 2,000,000 per year, and most 
of it is in the cities. 
These added

hop« *d they will breed game for tbe 
Mportsmea of future generations. 
Major Frederick Bussell B uru ham Is 
the leader of the expedition. 
li e for­ 
merly held a commission as major in 
the British arm y aud was chief of 
scouts under Lord Roberts iu the Boer 
war. 
He was born in America and 
has nev er relinquished his American 
citizenship. Other membe rs of the pa r­ 
ty are Harri s H am m ond, sou of John 
Hay s H ammond, and John Bllek, a 
brother-in-law of Major Burnham. 


Bright Future For Sportsmen. 
If their purpose be realized future 
American sportsmen will be able to 
chase the elusiv e eland across the 
Rockies, stalk the geinsbok on tlie arid 
plains of Arizona or take pot « hots 
at tin* tiny dikflik on the T exas pra i­ 
ries. 
Major Burnham asserts that his own 
Interest in the expedition is purely 
patriotic. 
“Though 1 hav e held a m ajor’s com­ 
mission In itie British arm y,” he says. 
“ I hav e always retained my American 
citizenship, and 1 intend to dev ote the 
remainder of my life, if need be, to an 
object which 1 believ e will be largely 
beneficial to the country-—to plant it» 
the waste places of the w e st and south 
west herds of gam e a nd food animals 
which shall take the places of the near­ 
ly extinct bison, elk und other nativ e 
ga me.

six to ten found« .

licious, and the hide tans into leather 
as tine as kid. 


Many SuitabI* For America. 
“ At the other extrem e there is the 
giant 
eland, 
largest 
of 
antelopes, 
weighing sometimes as much as l,C><to 
pounds. 
Tile eland can go far from 
water and would stock many an arid 
range in tbe west if it had a chance. 
The klipspringer. anothe r antelope, not 
nnllke tbe chamois, would be perfectly 
at home in 
the 
Rocky 
mountains. 
Then for the s w a m ps of Louisiana and 
Texas the 
waterbuck and reedbuck 
would be perfectly adapatable. 
“ In a sense this Is an experiment. 
When you come to think of it. not one 
of our food anim als is nativ e to this 
continent. 
The horse, common cattle, 
sheep and hog w ere all brought ov er 
from Europe. More recently some v ery 
successful experiments hav e been made 
in importing foreign animals. 
"Some years ago some oue turned 
loose a herd of camels iu the Arizona 
desert.
